All the public supply sources are outside the Urban District. 
The public supply was unrestricted throughout the year. 
Leicester Corporation is responsible for the water supply. 


Practically 100% of the houses and of the population of the Urban 
District are supplied. In a few cases the water is not laid into the 
houses. These are mainly in an area scheduled for re-development, 
There are no public stand-pipes but in 5 cases taps are shared. 


Two good houses with satisfactory piped private supplies are the 
only houses not on the public supply. One could be connected to the 
main, 


The fluoride content of the water is less than 0.2 p.p.m. and the 
Council decided in 1963 that no objection be raised to any proposal for 
the addition of fluoride to the water supply. 


Sewerage and Sewage Disposal 


No extensions have been made to sewers except for private housing 
developments. At the end of 1967, 12 houses were not connected to the 
main system but these are in isolated parts, including 4 farmhouses. 

One house is capable of being connected to the main sewer now that build- 
ing development has crept towards it. 


The sewage disposal works is now serving a population almost double 
in size to its design population. A scheme for extensive enlargement 
of the works was submitted to the Ministry for approval and an informal 
investigation was held during the year. Approval was awaited at the 
end of the year, It is to be hoped that the work of enlargement may 
commence in 1968 as the Rutland County Council, as Planning Authority, 
has been refusing applications to develop and the principle reason for 
refusal has been the inadequacy of the sewage disposal works. 


The sewage from the villages of Barleythorpe and Egleton in the 
Oakham Rural District, is, by arrangement, also dealt with at the works 
of the Urban District Council. 


Closet Accommodation 


There are no privies or pail closets and only one chemical closet. 
There is, therefore, no nightsoil collection, 


Public Cleansing 


Refuse disposal is by tipping in a disused ironstone quarry 5% 
miles from the town between Wing and Pilton. The small area available 
for tipping is rapidly being filled, much indiscriminate tipping takes 
place there and does not help in management of the tip. 


During the year enquiries were made into the possibility of using 
another ironstone quarry in the area and towards the end of the year 
the County Planning Authority, in giving consideration to applications 
for refuse tips made by neighbouring Councils, suggested that discussions 
should commence with a view to the formation of a joint refuse disposal 
Scheme. At the end of the year, one meeting between Surveyors of 
District Councils had been held and information likely to be of use in 
the formation of a joint scheme was being obtained. 

All premises in Oakham have movable dustbins, the Council use an 
18/22 cubic yard (compressing) refuse collecting vehicle manned by a 
driver and four men, A seven day cycle of collections is maintained 
but if the growth of Oakham continues at its present rate it will soon 
be necessary for additional staff to be employed and probably one more 
vehicle provided.

An open-air swimming bath ovmed by Oakham School Trustees is hired 
by the Council during the summer holidays and opened to public use, the 
Council providing attendants etc. The bath has a pressure filter and 
chlorinator which works most of the time while the bath is in public use. 


Eight inspections were made during the season. 


A modern indoor pool at the Vale of Catmose Village College is made 
available for public use during school terms and out of school hours.

Two houses were closed as a result of informal action pending purchase 
by the Council for redevelopment, No cases of overcrowding were known 
at the end of the year. 


At the 31st December 1967 there were 195 applicants for Council 
houses, of which 71 were Oakham residents and the remaining 124 were 
from outside the district. Many of these work in Oakham, 


A reduction in the waiting list is due to the completion of the 
99 houses on the Cold Overton Road estate. During the year the 
Council purchased 13 acres adjoining the Cold Overton Road site with a 
view to providing further Council houses, Work started on preliminary 
layouts for this second phase of Cold Overton Road development. 
During the year 71 applicants were rehoused and at the end of the year, 
19 were awaiting allocation after being chosen for housing accommodation. 


At the 3lst December the Council owned 571 houses and flats, 10 
temporary bungalows and 22 old houses in William Dalby Street, Westgate 
Street, Simper Street and Dean Street. Included in this latter ten 
are eight which are unoccupied and are eventually for demolition. 


All the Council's pre-war houses, 95 in number, have hot water 
systems and washbasins, some have internal W.C.'s. 


A small area in the Dean Street, Finkey Street, Northgate area 
has been declared an ‘Improvement Area’. This comprises 40 dwellings 
of which 32 are improvable and of these 32, 24 are tenanted. The scheme 
has not had a very good response, some of the tenants being old and 
unwilling to be disturbed, but publicity and persuasion are bringing 
voluntary improvements, if only slowly. 


During the year, planning of a redevelopment of the centre of the 
improvement area commenced. It is intended to demolish seven houses 
and construct old people's flats. Many small parcels of land are re- 
quired for the scheme and the purchase of these continued during the year. 


In various parts of the town, improvement grants have been made. 
Eight Standard Grants were approved in 1967 and two of these were com- 
pleted within the year, together with two which had received approval 
in 1966. These four improved properties resulted in four baths, four 
wash-hand basins, four hot water systems, four internalW.C.'s and 
three foodstores being provided.
